St. Petersburg, Sept. 31.—Premier 


StoJEypiu personally assumed charge. 
oJ the cholera sitution in the Rus- 
sian capital today. His first act was 
to remove a number of incompetent 
authorities who are charged 
with 


responsibility for the spread of the 
disease and to create new sanitary 
districts. 


Cholera has broken out in .many 


prisons in St. Petersfoui-g. 3few cases 
are developing at the rate of 400 per 
day, nearly 
40 per cent 
of 
the 


cases ending fatally. 


Manila, Sept. 21.—With cholera 


_cases developing ia Manila at 
the 


rate of sixty a day and with one- 
third of the cases' fatal,~this week 
will determine whether the visit of 
the American fleet to Manila will be 
any more than a 
formal entrance 


into the harbor. The health author- 
ities are still hopeful that the spread 
of the disease can be checked.

Petersburg, 
Sept. 
21.—St. 


Petersburg is in the grasp of "the Asi- 
atic cholera, which already has ex- 
ceeded in severity and numbers the 
visitation of 1903. Tlie disease in in- 
creasing daily at an alarming rate, 
and unless the 
authorities show in 


,the future^ a much greater degree of 
ability to cope with the situation than 
they have in. the past there is every 
reason to fear that it will get out cf 
hand. 


The government has threatened to 


apply the provisions of martial law 
and this threat I*** <*riv«>n the muni- 
-"'ml officials to ibend all their ener- 
gies to the campaign o*f clearing the 
city of the scourge. 


•The aldermanic council voted a 


preliminary sum amounting to $250,- 
000 to enlarge the hospital space, to 
purchase and distribute disinfectants, 
the supply of which in St. Petersburg 
is well nigh exhausted, and to expe- 
dite the interment of bodies 
which 


has been notoriously slow. The dead 
houses are overcrowded and many 
corpses lie unburied. '

on Saturday prohibited the sale of 
liquor throughout the city, including 
the government vodka shops, until 
September 22, and he has further or-

This action has been taken in order 
to diminish alcoholic excesses which 
materia^y increases the liability of 
cholera infection and

ease finds here the conditions 
most 


suitable lor its proDagation. 
It first 


made its appearance among the poor 
people herded in wretched tenements, 
but it is now spreading to the better 
classes and it has broken out in the 
barracks among the troops. 


The authorities had every warning 


of the coming of the disease and their 
'utter inability to take proper precau- 
tions to prevent 
its 
spread 
has 


brought out a storm 
of 
indignant 


criticism. 
As an example of the in- 


efficiency and negligence displayed, it 
in sufficient to cite the fact that many 
cholera, cases have been conveyed to 
the hospitals in city cabs, which are 
very numerous in St. Petersburg, aft- 
er which these same cabs were per- 
mitted, without disinfection, to return 
to their work on the streets. 


Th© cholera was first reported this 


year about the end of July. 
It was 


of a virulent type, and the percentage 
of mortality was high. The

spread rapidly into 
the 
provinces 


along the Volga, dowin^both coasts of 
the Caspian and in the territory of 
the Don Cossacks; in other words, in 
the eastern and southern district of 
European Russia.

August fiere was ati average of 1,200 
cases reported each vreeit, with a mor- 
tality of upwards of 50 per cent.
